Beside this, the network access server DRE may take care of policing the 
data personal computer DTE sends towards the network access server DRE", it did not clearly indicate there were two networks (first and 
second network) as recited in the claims 3, 5-7 and 9-1 1 .In contrast, it indicated that the personal computer DTE was an element of a 
completed network as shown in figure 1 . 
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
